WESTERN NORTH CAROLINA.— 
Our traveling correspoudent gives us 
the following interesting letter : 

During our recent trip over the 
Western North Carolina Railroad 
we had the good fortune to stop at 
several of the Summer resorts situa- 
ted upon the line of this road— 
amongst others, Morganton, Old 
Fort and Hickory, Morganton has 
long been noted for the elegance and 
yenuine hospitality of its citizens.

THE ROANOKE V ALLEY RAILROAD. 
—A committee of gentlemen from 
Mecklenburg, Virginia, composed of 
Messrs. Baskerville, Harriss, Pas- 
chall and others, bave been in consul- 
tation for the past two days with the 
Board of Directors of the Raleigh & 
Gaston Railroad, for the pu e of 
securing the co-operation of that 
road in the rebuilding of the Roanoke 
Valley Road from the Junction, on 
the R. & G. R. R., to Clarksville, in 
Mecklenburg county, Va., a distance 
of some 24 miles. ‘This road passes 
through a most wealthy portion of 
Granville and Mecklenburg, tapping 
the Roanoke at Clarksville and open- 
ing up a country that has been for 
man ears struggling to obtain an 
outlet to the Richmond & Danville 
Road.

DECISIONS OF TILE SUPREME COURT. 
—Below we give the opinions of the 
Supreme Court, which were filed on 
Wednesday the 1st: 


Lee vs Lee, from Harnett. 

I. It is not a good cause of chal- 
lenge to a tales juror that when ask- 
ed—‘ Is your name on the jury lists 
for the county ?’’ he answered ‘‘No.”’ 

2. The doctrine in Lee vs Pearce, 
(6S N. C, 76) that ‘*‘ As aneillary to 
the jurisdiction, to avoid deeds ob- 
tained by fraud, undue influence or 
moral duress, Courts of Equity es- 
tablished the doctrine that in certain 
fiduciary relations, if there be deal- 
ings between the parties, on the com- 
plaint of the party in the power of 
the other, the relation of itself with- 
out other evidence, raises the pre- 
sumption of fraud’’ has never been 
understood as applying to wills. To 
so apply it would raise a presump- 
tion against every will in favor of a 
child, a wife, a father or other reia- 
tive, and would defeat probably one- 
haif the wills propounded for pro- 
bate. 

Judgment below aflirmed. Settle 
J. delivering opinion. 

Ponton and wife vs. Scott ¢¢ a/., from 

Guilford. 

tn 1869, Ponton had his homestead 
in land laid off, and his personal 
property exemption allotted, in ae- 
cordance with the act of the Legisla- 
ture of 22ad August, 1868. 

In April, 1873, Scott was about to 
have an execution levied on Ponton’s 
property, saying to Ponton that the 
homestead had *‘gone up” as against 
old debts. Both Ponton and Scott 
really believing the statement, Pon- 
ton made a mortgage of his home- 
stead and all his exempted property 
to Scott ane another, to secure pay- 
ment of their claims. 

Subsequently, Ponton brought suit 
against defendants, demanding judg- 
ment that the mortgage be declared 
null and void, and defendants be per- 
petually enjoined from selling the 
property under it. Held: that Pon- 
ton. is entitled to the relief de- 
manded. 


READE, J., deliyering opinion, re- 
marks: 

‘‘It was a mutual mistake of both 
— in producing which the de- 
endant Scott was an actiye agent. It 
was a mistake which no amount of 
diligence or caution, on the part of 
the plaintiff couldjhave awarded ; for, 
as is alleged by defendant, it was a 
mistake both of law aud fact, com- 
mon to business men, lawyers and 
judges. This makes a clear case for 
relief.’—; Story’s Eq. 119, 120;. 
Adams’ Eq. 191; 1 Story’s Eq. 29, 134.
